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ning and care, then atthis time, by a number of dil- affeted 
and ci{-comented perſons , who finding themſelves dif. ap- 
pointed of their own by-ends , Do labour fo tar as in them 
Iyeth,to deiaine and traduce the pudiick Proceedings of this 
Kingdom torthe good of Rel:gion , the reſcue and re-eſta- 
b1.ſhment of the King , and the peace and happines of theſe 
Kingdomes; and to poiſon ( it it were poſſible) the loyaltie 
and aft Cons 0i his Majeſties good Subjedts. Wherefore it 
is chovght fir, That for the un»deceiving of ſuch as are apt to 
be mil-led with reports, and for fatistaction to the King- 
dom, There thall go forth weekly, or once every fourtnight 
at furtheſt, a true accomprt of the Publick Proceedings of 
this Kingdom and their Armies. 

The Eſtares of Parliament finding , that Religion, the 
Kings Perſon and Authoritie , and the ſaferie of the King- 
dome, were 1n danger to be over-thrown by the Sectaries1n 
Enzland, and their favourers and adherents in both King- 
domes : Andthatthe juſt defires of this Kingdom in behalf 
of all rheſe, were ſlighted and negleQted ; Gave orders tor a 
Levie , andemitted their Declarations , containing the 
prounds and rea{ons thereof, whilks being diſperſed through 
the Countrey, were generally embraced with a great deal of 
cheerfulneſle and affection , and ina very ſhort time a conft- 
derable Army was pur on foot, without theleaſt appearanes 
of oppoſition : Except that ſome ignorant and ſeduced 
people inthe Welt were drawn together at Manchleen moore, 
ro the number of 2000.and above : But were that ſame very 
day ſcattered and ſuppreſt by ſix {mall Troups, commanded 
by Liutenant Generall Middletov. And then the reſolutions 
of the Parliament contained in their Declarations, being tru- 
ly repreſantedro them, they were ſo far convinced of the ne- 
celbty and lawfulneſſe thereof; Ofthe wickedneſſe and dif- 
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loyaltie of their own wayes, and of the Gallantrie and Mer- 
cie of theſe Noble Officers that czme againſt them , That 
they conceived them ſelves obliged, to give publick teſtimo- 
nie thereof. Andtherefore many of the Officers ,Souldiours 
and others , did willingly offer an acknowledgment under 
their hands, which was ſent in to the Committee of Eſtates, 
and for ſatisfaction of the Countrey , is here exactly ſet 
down.

\ \ nuitie, acknowledge that by the inſtization and perſuaſios 
of ſome, wee were unhappily brought to a violent oppoſition of the 
orders of this preſent Parliament : Which oppoſition wee acknow- 
ledge to be a moſt borrid Rebellion , deſerving the exccution of 
the ſtriteſt juſtice.

Whereupon Our Army the 8.ot Fuly,did by 
publick warrand, enter into the Kingdom of Eng ane , and 
the next day the Infancrie marched through the City of Car- 
lite, the Keyes whereof were delivered to His Grace" the 
Duke of Hamilton, Lord Generall of the Army,who'marth- 
ed that night toward Thzrſby, about three miles from os 
Caſtle, which Lambert the night before had burnt, and thin 
xetired to Pirreth, The Enezliſh in theſe places did welcome 
the Scots Army , as the Inſtruments of their deliverie from 
the greateſt miſery that ever people groaned under.
